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PLETOHER HARPER, ESQ. 
Fietcner Harper is the youngest born of the 
four brothers who-compose the House of Harper & 
Brothers. They rank thus in years: James, born 


1795; John, 1797; Joseph Wesley, 1801; and| 


Fletcher, 1806. 

They are the sons of a substantial Long Island 
farmer, and were born upon a farm in Newtown. 
Their father was a man of sound common sense, a 
pious member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
to which the sons adhere, and a man noted for in- 
dustry and integrity. 

James and John Harper were indentured appren- 
tices to the printing business by their father, when 
they were of proper age. James was distinguished 
in his youth for his great strength and extraordi- 
nary endurance in working at press. When he 
had a “helper” whom he did not like, he was sure 
to drive him off by working him out. These two 
brothers established themselves in business in 1867, 
at first as printers for booksellers, and in those days 
they set type and worked at press themselves. 

Wesley and Fletcher were apprenticed to the 
elder brothers, who were rigid masters, and held 
the boys to full hours and the thorough perform- 
ance of their work. Whenthey were “out of their 
time” they bought shares in the business which 
the elder brothers had established, and for some 
time took an important part in the mechanical 
work of the house. Wesley, who has fine literary 
taste, and is master of an uncommonly terse, and, 
at the same time, finished and elegant literary 
style, was for some years the proof-reader. Fletcher 
was, during the same period, foreman of the com- 
posing room; and tradition relates, a very ener- 
getic and driving foreman. When it was once 
necessary to push a work rapidly through the 
press, Fletcher did not leave the composing room 
for several days and nights; an extra force was put 
on, and the foreman, whose duty it was to impose 
the matter, had his meals brought to him, and 
slept under the “stone” on arug. The adventure 
is not one he is ashamed of, for he is rightly proud 
of having been, in his time, one of the ablest 
printers of New York. 

The four brothers have always worked amicably, 
and they pull well together in the traces. Having 
carried on their business for over fifty years, they 
are now probably the oldest publishing house in the 
country. Their enterprises have always been fully 
discussed amongst themselves, and nothing is at- 
tempted to which all four do not agree. It is said 
that Fletcher, who though the youngest has long 
been the leader of the House, had, on account of his 
age, at first less influence. But power tells; heis a 
man of uncommon business sagacity, who instinct- 
ively foresees the public wants and tastes,and knows 
admirably how tosuit them. It was to Fletcher, as 
we have heard, that the establishment of HaRPER’s 
Macazine was due. For a while, tradition reports, 
the brothers were averse tothe enterprise. They 
were wealthy, were making money rapidly, and were 
opposed to venturing in a new field, where they might 
not succeed. Fletcher, who was impressed with the 
idea of establishing a Magazine, long urged the plan 
in vain, till at last he declared his determination to 
do what he wanted, alone, if the brothers would not 
goin with him. Then, as is their happy custom, 
they gave in, saying that they had never engaged 
in separate enterprises, and would not now begin. 

The success of the “‘ Magazine,’’ which is one of 
the greatest known in literary annals, so completely 
justified Fletcher’s judgment, that his predominant 
influence in the firm was established from that 
time. 


This was in 1850. In 1853 the great fire con- 
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| sumed, in a day, their whole stock, and inflicted on 
| them a loss of over a million of dollars. Then the 
| energy of these printers was shown. They held, 
on the evening of the fire, a family council, to de- 
cide whether or not they should rebuild their 
business. They had already so great wealth, that 
| taeir loss, so far from crippling them, left them 
with a competence for themselves and their chil- 
|dren. But the claims of authors, of workmen who 
| had been long with them, and the desire to leave a 
well-established business to their children, induced 
them to determine to go on. An order on Adams, 
of South Boston, for twenty of his new power-presses, 
to replace those destroyed by the fire, was teleyraphed 
the same day, thus anticipating by a few hoars ap- 
plications by mail from other enterprising printers 
| for a similar number of presses. By this prompt 
| and characteristic action the Harpers were enabled 
| to furnish their new office with some presses seve- 
| ral months sooner than they could have done had 
| they sent their order by mail instead of telegraph. 
It is said that the whole question was discussed 
and decided at this family council the evening 
after the fire; and the next week already plans 
began to be considered by the firm for a new build- 
ing. Of course, the business was temporarily car- 
ried on in another place. The new building, it 
was determined, should be fire-proof—and it is. 
It is of iron and brick; each floor is independent, 
there being no connection between the stories, ex- 
cept by means of a huge circular staircase of iron, 
which rises between the two great buildings, in a 
central court, and is protected by a brick tower. 
The floors are laid on brick arches; the doors are 
of iron; in fact, the building is of the utmost se- 
curity, and ought to cost very little to insure. So 
far is precaution carried, that the boilers which fur- 
nish motive power for the establishment are placed 
in a separate court, where, should they blow up, 
the explosion would do little harm. 





enter from Pearl Street. It is simply a space railed 
off from the business floor; and here the brothers 
sit at very plain desks, and transact their vast 
business. 

How is it divided amongst them, do you ask? 
The Reverend Doctor Blank, one of the great bores 
of this country, told once a little anecdote of 
Mr. James Harper. “I asked the Mayor,’’ said 
Doctor Blank, “what he did? I said to him, I 
know that Mr. Jobin Harper attends to the business; 
Mr. Wesley Harper looks after the literary corre- 
spondence; Mr. Fletcher Harper receives authors, 
and looks after new books and the Magazine—but 
you, Mr. Mayor, I have never been able to discover 
what you do.” 

“Pll tell you,” answered the Mayor, in a whis- 
per, “ but you must not let it out; I entertain the 
bores.” 

That is about the way in which the labors of the 
Harper Brothers are divided. As all their sons, 
seven in number, are engaged in the business with 
them, it will be seen that they have help in their 
various departments. 

Mr. Fletcher Harper is the life and soul of the 
establishment. He bears the heaviest burdens, and 
bears them lightly. He has courage for any enter- 
prise; it is no secret that it was his thought to 
establish “Harper’s Weekly” in 1856, and the 
“ Bazaar’’ in 1867, both of which journals have 
met with a success surpassed only by that of 
“ Harper’s Magazine.” To him the reports of book 
readers, the “tastes” of a publisher, are made. He 
exercises a close and constant scrutiny over all the 








articles which appear in the three periodicals, and 
is, in conjunction with Mr. J. Wesley Harper, and 





The counting-room is on the second floor, if you. 
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Fletcher Harper, Jr., the real editor of those publi- 
cations. There was a time when he read, in menu- 
script, the greater part of the ‘“ Magazine” and 
‘“ Weekly ;” and even now, in cases where there is 
any doubt, he does this ; and while he rather pro- 
minently asserts himself to be without the qualifi- 
cation to judge of the literary merits of a work, his 
taste and judgment, and his tact in seeing what 
will take with the public, are unfailingly correct. 

In person Fletcher Harper is tall, well formed, of 
light complexion, with blue eyes, and a very fine 
head. Elliot’s portrait of him is full of the charac- 
ter of the man. In conversation he is brief, some- 
what given to listening, and making up his mind 
while others are discussing a question. He decides 
rapidly, but does not always announce his decision 
at once. He is cheerful, most admirably good- 
tempered, slow to speak but quick to act; sharp at 
a bargain, but very apt to be much better than his 
word in carryingitout. Heis,in the broadest sense 
of the word, a gentleman; and those who know 
him best are likely to love and respect him most 
highly. In fact, the kindly and affectionate rela- 
tions existing between the Harpers and the authors 
whose books they publish, form one of the plea- 
santest incidents imaginable in business life. 

The qualities which he has brought to bear upon 
his business are of that kind that, if he had been 
trained to public life, would have made him one of 
the foremost men of the country. He is shrewd, 
and yet with broad views ; he has courage which 
never deserts him; he has a most keen eye for 
shams and for an illogical position; and, finally, 
he is an upright and humane man, whose heart is 
with the lowly, and whose sympathies are with 
every effort to elevate the people, and to help men 
to help themselves. His love of retirement, and a 
modesty which amounts almost to shyness, lead 
him to keep himself in the background. He courts 
obscurity, and is most contented in his home, 
where, surrounded by wife, children, and grand- 
children, and by his chosen friends, he finds the 
best reward of his labors. 


OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, July 17, 1868. 

I sHovuLD some time since have recorded the death 
of M. Jules de Premaray, but space failed me. Let 
me to-day give some place to a writer who had for 
years a brilliant reputation, although recently he 
was quite forgotten. I cannot place a more faithful 
picture of him before you than by translating a 
letter he wrote some years ago. A critic, while 
discussing a play by this author which had failed, 
raised the question: “Did you ever possess tal- 
ents ?” and, after discussing it, concluded he never 
merited his reputation. M. Jules de Premaray re- 
plied to this article by the following letter addressed 
to his nephew :— 


‘* BELtevve, Saturday, February 25, 1860. 

“T thank you, my dear friend, for the warmth 
with which you take care of the interests of the 
absent. Unfortunately your note fell on my bed 
at the very time | was struggling against one of my 
most painful crises. Ah! how many things I had 
to say on the question which M. Arnould has so 
well treated in his first pamphlet, with what plea- 
sure I should have talked with him, what valuable 
information I might have given him! At all events 
l intend to write him to thank him for his pamphlet, 
and to endeavor to persuade him to accompany 
you one Sunday to Bellevue. Although I am 
scarcely able to hold a pen and to collect two ideas, 
here are pell-mell the notes you ask for. M. 
Arnould may find in them some good arguments 
for his reply. You will understand I cannot answer 
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for myself. Icannot pretend to decide whether or 
uot I was successful. The despair, the illness, the 
poverty of my present situation, it seems to me, do 
not prove I am not an author who was played, 
printed, and perhaps applauded and known—to M. 
Vapereau.* If I have remained Tartempion, let us 
confess it frankly, and say nothing more about it. 
The interdiction laid on M. Delestre Poirson lasted 
from 1842 to 1844, and ceased only with his retire- 
ment from the position of manager of the Gymnase. 
The Gymnase possessed, in those days, for the pecu- 
liar range of plays it brought out, a magnificent col- 
lection of pieces written by the sprightly and skilfal 
pens of the celebrated and still young authors of 
that day; these were Scribe, Bayard, Melesville, 
Varney, Dumanoir, etc. There was especially the 
very extensive and very valuable (in a business 
light) round of characters of Bouffé, the actor then 
in vogue. In the twinkling of an eye the interdic- 
sion swept all of these pieces away. Bouffé waited 
for a part! Rose Chéri (who had just made her 
appearance) waited for a part. M. Delestre Poirson 
was a very intelligent and courageous dramatic 
author himself; he has written pieces which are 
not yet forgotten; nearly all of them were written 
in copartnership with Scribe (inde irae on Scribe’s 
side). He had just refused me eight pieces! I 
had written, but he gave me encouragement. He 
now came to ask for the ninth piece for Bouffé (‘Le 
Docteur Robin’), and my tenth piece for Rose Chéri 
(‘La Marquise de Rantzau’), which was played in 
the winter of 1842-43. The success was great. In 
a scene to which, at present, ‘Les Vieux Gargons’ 
owes its fortune, Rose Chéri proved herself to be 
a peerless actress. Though twenty years have 
passed away since then, ‘Le Docteur Robin’ and 
‘La Marquise de Rantzau’ are still played in the 
provinces. Yesterday they were played at my 
door, at Svres. Then I wrote ‘Manon, ou Un Epi- 
sode de la Fronde,’ which was a great success for 
Mme. Volnys; ‘Les Deux Favourites,’ which was 
a very great success for Rose Chéri; ‘ Bertrand 
VHorologer,’ in which Bouffé and Mlle. Nathalie 
brought down a torrent of tears; and lastly, ‘Le 
Capitaine Lambert’ and ‘Sarah Walter’ for the 
debuts of Mlle. Farqueil. These last pieces were 
less successful; they were very wretched plays. 
All of these pieces were written in less than two 
years, and remember we had all the press (except 
Jules Janin) against us: the whole press (Janin 
excepted) had taken the author’s side. Every 
Monday ten or twelve dramatic critics, aged be- 
tween forty and fifty years, dragged in the mud of 
their articles an author of two and twenty years, 
struggling, almost alone, against the souvenirs of 
the eminent men who had made the fortune of the 
Gymnase, and who suddenly refused it all assistance. 
M. Delestre Poirson, who was even then very old 
and very tired of business, sold his theatre very dear. 
He said to me: ‘ Were I six years younger, I should 
go on and I should win the game; but, by Jove, I 
have had enough of it, let others take their turn.’ 
I have become, since M. Delestre Poirson’s retire- 
ment, a member of the Dramatic Authors’ Associa- 
tion, and I appreciate all its advantages. It renders 
efficient services ; our agencies are organized on solid 
bases, and if any changes are to be made, the pre- 
sent organization should be taken as the model. 
Young and free, I made war as a partisan at the 
Gymnase; at present I defend the society whose 
constitution I have signed. It is my duty; but 
truth requires me to say M. Delestre Poirson would 
have succeeded. Besides Narcisse Fournier, an

One of the most singular and most demoralizing 
customs in French literature is the obligations laid 
on authors to thank, by letter, favorable critics. 
Something of the same sort is creeping into Ameri- 
can literature, for it is daily becoming more the 
custom to ask eminent men to avouch for the prob- 
able merit of published works, and even of books 
which have not yet been committed to the press. 
So low has the standard of public opinion fallen, so 
greatly has independence ceased to be a characteris- 
tic of eminent Americans, he would be branded as 
a churl who should refuse to give one of these com- 
monplace commendations. There is no independent 
criticism, or at least independent critics are greatly 
curtailed in number, and duplicity becomes as com- 
mon as independence once was. Here is a letter 
the younger Dumas addressed to M. Albert Wolff, 
who wrote a complimentary article in “ Le Figaro” 
on M. Dumas’s prefaces, and at the same time wrote 
him a private complimentary letter. M. Dumas 
thanked him for both art’cle and letter. The follow- 
ing note is a reply to the letter :— 

“Our letters crossed, my dear Wolff, and you 
must have received mine at the same time I received 
yours, which gives me the greatest pleasure. I am 
greatly touched by this sympathy extra, the news- 
paper.

Book Prstisninc.—There is no class of business 
£0 liable to misconstruction and misunderstanding 
as that of publisher of books. It is difficult for an 
author to understand the business aspects of pub- 
lishing a book. In the first place, the expenses of 
composition, correcting, stereotyping, paper, print- 
ingp and binding are very large, compared some- 
times to the size of the book. Then the advertis- 
ing bills, and two or three hundred gratuitous copies 
for notice and review, must be added to the cost of 
publication. Then, of course, store rent, clerk hire 
and packing expenses, including paper, twine, and 
boxes, should be reckoned as part of the cost of get- 
ting up au edition of a book; so that, in most 


instances, the sale of two or three thousand of a new | 


work hardly pays the publisher for the labor and 
capital included in the outlay. Now all this the 
author, unless he or she happens to understand the 
business thoroughly, rarely comprehends. The 
elder John Murray, one of the most honorable and 
generous of publishers, used to say, that an author 
who thoroughly understood all the intricacies and 
expenses of issuing a book from the press and pro- 
perly launching it into the hands of the public, was 
as rare a prize to find as a phoenix or a unicorn.— 
Boston Journal.

and Inter-Nationalism,” a brief and comprehensive 
summary of important political truths. He traces 
| the growth of the idea of nationality in modern 
times, and especially in the history of our own 
country ; shows the evils and absurdities of an 
artificial centralism as well as of that phase of so- 
called “State Sovereignty” doctrine which culmi- 
nated in rebellion ; and adds that by the adoption 
of our Federal Constitution the United States 
| became to all intents a nation. He also illustrates 
| the increasing resemblance and agreement of civil- 
|ized nations, and the tendency to uniformity of 


| culture, sentiments, and habits of thought, without 
| any like tendency toward an obliteration of national 
| lines of demarcation. The pamphlet is handsomely 
| published by Charles Scribner & Co. 
| Messrs. Leypotpt & Hout, New York, have made 
a contract with Berthold Auerbach, the German 
novelist, for the exclusive right to reproduce in 
America his new work, “ The Villa on the Rhine”’ 
| (Das Landhaus am Rhein), and they will publish 
|a translation, made from advance sheets, soon after 
the original appears in Leipsic. 


Wippteton, of New York, has printed an edition 
of Mrs. Crowe’s entertaining book of ghost stories, 
| “The Night Side of Nature,’ which first appeared 
in 1800, and has been long out of print. 
| Mr. Santry, the well-known antiquarian bookseller, 
| has recently received an order to supply three thou- 
sand volumes of standard literature for a single 
public library. 

A uistory of Nadir Shah, by his private secre- 
tary, in the Persian language, has just appeared in 
Bombay. The author commences his work with a 
summary of the events which preceded the eleva- 
tion of this monarch on the throne of Persia, from 
the time of Mir Wais, i. e. A. H. 1121 (A. D. 1709); 
he then gives a detailed history of Nadir’s reign to 
his death, A. H. 1160, and concludes with an account 
of the reigns of Ali Shah and Ibrahim Shah, and 
the blinding of Shah Rukh. The Tarikh i Nadiri 
was translated into French (1770), and into English 
(1773), by Sir W. Jones, and into German, by Th. 
H. Gadebusch (1773). Morley describes two MS. 
editions of the text; Sprenger mentions three litho- 
graphed editions, published at Calcutta, 1846, Te- 
briz, 1844, and Teheran, none of which, however, 
seem to have reached Europe. 

A new and uncastrated edition of the plays of 
Philip Massinger, from Gifford’s text, including the 
tragedy of “ Behave as You List,” is announced to 
appear in monthly shilling parts in London, edited 
by Lieut.-Col. F. Cunningham. 
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AxyotuHEeR Bombay publication is the ‘‘ Shah Na- 
mah” of Firdusi, in Persian, and a heroic poem, 
called “The Shah Nameh,”’ giving the history of 
Persia up to 1849. It contains over 1200 small folio 
pages, and many colored plates, and sells for twenty 
pounds sterling. 

Mr. Hepworts Drxon’s “ Spiritual Wives” is in 
the fourth edition, with a new preface. 

Tse search for Dr. Livingstone has already pro- 
duced half a dozen works. The latest is entitled 
“ Elephant Haunts: being a Sportsman’s Narrative 
of the Search for Dr. Livingstone, with Scenes of 
Elephant, Buffalo, and Hippopotamus Hunting,” by 
Henry Faulkner, formerly a cornet in the 17th 
Lancers. Leading English critics say that it is the 
most exciting book of adventure since the late Gor- 
don Cummins’ work on lion-stalking. 

Artuor Hetps, author of the Life of Las Casas, 
has in the press a companion volume, which is a 
biography of Christopher Columbus. 

Dr. Tuomas Inman, of Liverpool, has written a| 
very curious book, of which the first volume (8vo. | 
pp- 800) has just been published by Triibner & Co., 
London, entitled “Ancient Faith Embodied in An- | 
cient Names ; or, An Attempt to trace the Religious 
Belief, Sacred Rites, and Holy Emblems of certain | 
Nations, by an Interpretation of the Names given | 
to Children by Priestly Authority, or assumed by | 
Prophets, Kings, and Hierarchs.” It is illustrated | 
with many plates and wood-cuts. 

Is Australia, where vine-culture and wine-making 
promise to be extensive, several works on grapes | 
have lately been published. One is “ The Vine Dis- | 
ease and its Remedy, with Remarks upon its First | 
Appearance in Queensland,” by Charles Coxen; and | 
another is “ The Vine and Wine-Making in Southern | 
France,” by Andre Pellicot, translated by E. B. 
Heyne, edited by Andrew Murray. 

Ir is mentioned by Sir Walter Scott, in a letter 
published in his biography by Lockhart, that the 
Duke of Wellington, when travelling to Russia, as 
British ambassador, on the accession of the late 
Czar, had written for him, then meditating the 
“ Life of Napoleon,” a copious memorandum on the 
expedition against Russia in 1812, of which he 
(Scott) meant to make good use. This document, 
literally pencilled in his carriage, has just been | 
published, in full, in the third volume of the sup- | 
plementary dispatches, &c. of the Iron Duke, now 
being published under his son’s editorship. 


“ Cuitpéric IIL, or the Invention of Steam,’’ is the 
title of a new opéra bouffe about being produced at 
one of the Paris theatres. 


Ir is declared that Mr. Disraeli, whom we notice 
here as a man of letters rather than Prime Minister, 
was baptized in St. Andrew’s Church, Holborn, on 
July 31, 1817, being “about twelve years old.”” In 
point of fact, he was in his twelfth year, having 
been born in December, 1805. 

Swiyporye has in press two new volumes—“Both- 
well, a Tragedy,’’ and “ Songs of the Republic.” 


Tue London “ Atheneum” says: “Mr. Payne 
Collier writes us word that a singular discovery has 
been made respecting the famous work of Christo- 
pher Marlowe and George Chapman, ‘Hero and 
Leander’; and as the Rev. Mr. Hooper is engaged on 
an edition of the productions of Chapman, dramatic 
and undramatic, it may be of consequence to him 
to be acquainted with a circumstance hitherto un- 
known to bibliographers. It is that, as early as 
the year 1598, was published an impression of 
‘Hero and Leander,’ which on the title-page states 
that it was ‘begun by Christopher Marlowe and 
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| finished by George Chapman.’ Until now it has 
| been supposed that Chapman’s portion was not 
| added to that of Marlowe, aud both mentioned on 
the title-page prior to 1606. Some months ago Mr. 
| Collier was shown a copy of 1598, which included 
Marlowe’s commencement and Chapman’s conclu- 
sion, and announced them both on the title-page ; 
and within the last few days, he has met with a 
second exemplar with the same peculiarities, but 
unfortunately not complete.” 

Copies of the long-expected fac-simile edition of 
| the Vatican New Testament in Greek have been 
| received in London. The entire work will consist 
of six volumes, five of which will contain the texts 
of the Old and New Testaments, and the other 
critical notes and fac-similes. The book is a large 
square folio, with three columns on each page, an- 
swering to those of the original manuscript, line 
for line and letter for letter. The work appears 
under the special auspices of the Pope, and is 
edited by Fathers Vercellone and Cozza. The 
editors promise the remaining volumes at intervals 
of ten months; and the missing portion of the 
Vatican manuscript is supplied in ordinary type 
from another manuscript of the same collection. 








Tue proposal to erect a memorial of the late Leigh 
Hunt, in Kensal Green Cemetery, where the poet 
and critic is interred, originated with Mr. 8S. C. 
Hall, editor of the “ Art Journal,” London, and has 
been well received. Mr. Joseph Durham, A.R.A., 
has been selected to execute a portrait bust and 
pedestal. The committee for the collection and 
application of subscriptions includes many of Leigh 
Hunt’s old friends, viz.: William Barry, Esq., Sir 
John Bowring, Thomas Carlyle, Esq., Robert Cham- 
bers, Esq., LL.D., Charles Dickens, Esq., George 
Godwin, Esq., F.R.S.,C. L. Gruneisen, Esq., F.R.G.S., 
Alexander Ireland, Esq., Charles Kent, Esq., W. C. 
Macready, Esq., J. Bertrand Payne, Esq., F.R.S.L., 
Sir F. Pollock, Bart., B. W. Procter, Esq., Sir Perey 
Shelley, Bart., Charles Ratcliff, Esq., F.S.A., E. M. 
Ward, Esq., R.A. Mr. Hall and Mr. Edmund Ollier 
are joint honorary secretaries. 

A new edition of “The Percy Anecdotes” is an- 
nounced in London, complete in twenty volumes, 
strongly bound in fancy boards, at one shilling, 
with the original portraits of eminent personages. 
The original edition, in paper covers, was half-crown 
for each number, and two numbers make one of the 
new volumes. 

Mr. Sampson Low, the London publisher, has just 
commenced a series of copyright cheap editions of 
American authors. The first volume, published on 
the first of this month, is “ Haunted Hearts ; a Tale of 
New Jersey,” by the author of “ The Lamplighter.” 
A volume will appear on the first of every alternate 
month, each complete in itself, printed from new 
type, with initial letters and ornaments, at one 
shilling and sixpence, in stiff cover, and two shil- 
lings in cloth. The second volume, to be issued on 
December Ist, will be “ The Guardian Angel,’’ by 
Oliver Wendell Holmes. At the rate of half a dozen 
volumes per annum, it will be a long time before 
English readers obtain, in this series, even a single 
specimen of the writings of the leading American 
authors. 

Victor Huco’s “ Les Miserables” has been drama- 
tized by Mr. Boyle Bernard, for Drury Lane Theatre, 
London, and another version is promised at the 
Olympic Theatre. 


Taz “Court Suburb Magazine,” published in 
Kensington, one of the most beautiful semi-subur- 
ban parts of London, was commenced this month, 
to be continued monthly. 
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Tue London “ Athenezum” claims that Addison is 
not the author of the hymn beginning “The spa- 
cious firmament on high,” and positively affirms 
“that Andrew Marvell was the writer of the poem, 
which came to be attributed to Addison through the 
essayist’s omission of the author’s name when he 
inserted the lines in a ‘ Spectator.’ ”

Composition and Rhetoric. 

Wuitaker’s Almanac for 1869, by the accom- 
plished editor of “The Bookseller,” is intended to 
be the best, the most complete, and the cheapest 
Almanac ever published in England, and will 
appear in the beginning of November. 

AnTHonxy TROLLOPE’s new novel, now appearing 
in “Every Saturday” (Ticknor & Fields), is simul- 
taneously published in London in sixpenny num- 
bers, once a week, with illustrations by Marcus 
Stone. 

A Mussotman Cotiece, in which the Western 
languages are to be taught, has been proposed by 
the Ottoman Ministry, at Constantinople, and the 
Sultan and leading men of that city have liberally 
subscribed towards its establishment.

Publisher’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Danret A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel- 


‘ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 


in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes.
